case in a speech prepared for 
delivery at Mason City, Iowa. 
He opened his campaign day in 
Wichita, and was due later at 
Madison, Wis., for a statehouse 
rally before moving on to Bos- 
ton.

Goldwater said Midwester- 
ners may not be interested in 
the cotton program Estes mani- 
pulated — "but the dishonesty 
must-concern us all."

Until 18 Is Imminent 


Expected to be Next Big Legislative 


Step in State Public Education Policy 
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Post-Cwont M«dison Burtau 
MADISON — C o m p u l s o r y 
schooling for all young people 
until the age of 18 years prob- 
ably will be the next important 
legislative step in the field of 
public education policy, accord- 
ing to recent developments. 


A recommendation for such a 


law is likely to be brought be- 
fore the next legislature as a 
result of the studies of the Leg- 
islative Council's interim com- 
mittee on education which sur- 
veyed the high school drop-out 
problem during the last year. 


A major conclusion of the 


study is that the high school 
retention record in Wisconsin is 
better than that for the country 
as a whole, 
problem is 


and 
less 


the drop-out 
severe than 


many persons have supposed on 


the basis of publicity given to 
national data. 


The present 16 year compul- 


sory attendance law was adopt- 
ed about a quarter of a century 
ago and was hailec as a signifi- 
cant forward step in educational 
policy at the time. 


Members of the study com- 


mittee headed by Assemblyman 
Walter Calvert of Benton have 
informally concluded that an 18- 
year-old school attendance sta- 
tute would be beneficial, with 
the same optional alternative 
for students to entroll at voca- 
tional school instead 
of high 


school according to their tastes 
or training needs. 


One problem educators antici- 


pate involves the lack of voca- 
tional schod opportunity in some 
sections, and especially in the 
smaller communities and rural 
districts. 


But there also is evident a 


stronger push for the broaden- 
ing of vocational school districts 
to include suburban and rural 
sections. The argument is made 
that a compulsory attendance 
until 18 would aid area voca- 
tional school program develop- 
ment. 


A state Department of Public 


instruction spokesman also has 
noted hopefully that a prospec- 
tive new vocational training act 
of the U. S. Congress will pro- 
vide encouragement to rural 
high schools to provide vocation- 
al training departments. Up to 
$800,000 a year in aid's to Wiscon- 
sin schools for such services is 
prospectively available.

The trouble is 
rather that those in a position 
to influence public opinion often 
become so involved in their 
own 
passions 
and prejudices 


that they produce statement; 
and speeches which serve nol 
merely to confuse the voter but 
actually to mislead him. 


The other day a certified pub- 


lic accountant in New York, 
with an 
admitted 
cynicism, 


wrote this correspondent sug- 
gesting a new glossary of term 
for the campaign. Among them 
were the following: 


"Justified civil disobedience— 


a 'demonstration' by my side. 


"Defiance of the law—a 'dem- 


onstration' by your side. 


"Mainstream — the current 


of my thought. 


"Moderate — like me. 
"Extremist — one who fer- 


vently believes what I fervently 
disbelieve." 


Today's Campaign 


Who, upon careful reflection, 


can be satisfied with the kind 
of campaign that is being con- 
ducted today? Is it right to im- 
pugn the integrity of either can- 
didate? Granted that no man in 
politics has been without sin in 
the many "conflicts of inter- 
est" that arise, can it be im- 
plied that either of the men 
running for the presidency to- 
day would not be conscious of 
the difference between right and 
wrong in the conduct of the 
highest office in the land? 


Why is it necessary to go 


back into the lives of the can- 
didates and seek out something 
adverse that can be charged by 
using the device of "guilt by as- 
sociation"?

Crisis of f he Week 


We don't exactly blame Senator Gold- 


water for complaining about the "crisis of 
the week" he ascribes to the Johnson Ad- 
ministration. Last weekend it was another 
shooting in the Tonkin Gulf with the de- 
tails still deep in fog. 


What few Americans of either party 


seem to realize is that if we are going to 
stay in the peace-keeping business around 
the world, \ve are bound to be faced with 
one crisis after another, one shooting 
episode following the last one, rather in- 
definitely. And so far neither President 
Johnson nor Senator Goldwater have of- 
fered any sound alternative to this rather 
dismaying future. 


While we have been'concerned-about 


the discouraging course of events in Viet 
Nam and the weekly revolts in the Congo 
and various other parts of Asia and Africa, 
the British have been quietly going about 
the same sort of business. For almost a 
decade they backed and fought and won a 
vicious little war in Malaya against Corn- 
niunist-led guerrilla fighters. In a rather 
wistful attempt to get out of Asia, they 
encouraged

Malaysia Federation. And British troops, 
are now more deeply committed than ever. 


But there is a difference- between the 


British involvement and ours and it prob- 
ably goes back to the differing-traditions 
of the two nations. England was a colonial 
master; we were a colonial possession. The 
British man of the street has accepted for 
a couple of centuries the philosophy that 
the Englishman must share has superior 
k n o w l e d g e and advantages with the 
"blighters" who are less fortunate. Wheth-

A humble little immigrant lady from 


Chilton has given us something to think 
about.

(Anna) Salaja has willed half her estate 
to the United States and half to St. Mary 
Catholic Church of Chilton. 


Mrs. Salaja, who died in July, came to 


the U. S. in 1908 from Austria-Hungary. 
She and her husband, who died eight years 
ago, worked as field laborers for many 
long years. The couple had no children 
and only one relative in Ohio. 


Many of us may view a life of laboring 


for others in fields, a life without children 


simply a soldier's job, maintaining some 
semblance of order in a variety of half 
civilized areas of the world somehow be- 
came sort of second nature to the British. 


But our own breaking away from Brit- 


ish control left us with a completely dif- 
ferent tradition. We have been, out of 
philosophic necessity, for the self-deter- 
mination of peoples around the world. It 
goes against our historic grain to go into 
another country and tell the people there 
how to run their affairs, even when the 
soldiers who are fighting and dying for 
that country are Americans. So in Korea 
and in Viet Nam we have felt uncomfort- 
able because the governments there were 
not being run the way we thought they 
should or the wars fought the way we 
would fight them. But we hesitated to say 
so and we still do. 


The British have so far won the strug- 


gle in Malaysia or rather they have led 
the Malays to victory. While we get into 
paroxysms of alarm about a new shooting 
in the Tonkin Gulf, the British are daily 
repelling attacks by Indonesian terrorist 
guerrillas. It is not a difference in fighting 
ability by any means; it is a difference in 
attitude. 


If these limited wars are to be one of 


our roles in the future in the various 
struggles around the world against com- 
munism and other more home grown tyr- 
annies—and at this stage of affairs we see 
no other sensible alternative—we are go- 
Ing to have to get more sophisticated about 
such conflicts. 
Neither our government 


nor the partv out of power, should be able 
to make a lot of hay out of temporary 
hysteria.'
